A NEW state-of- 
the-art cinema 
is set to open in 
Hackney this 
autumn, offering film, 
music and cultural and 
community events. 

The Council-owned 
Ocean building on 
Mare Street is due to 
be redeveloped as the 
‘Hackney Picturehouse’ 
by leading industry 
operator City Screen. 


The four-screen venue 
will boast luxury seating, 
a street level cafe and 3D 
technology. It will show an 
assortment of Hollywood 
blockbusters, art house, 
documentary, independent 
and international films. 

The Hackney 
Picturehouse will also 
screen live broadcasts of 
music, theatre and opera, 
including performances 
from National Theatre 
Live, as well as Q&A 
sessions with filmmakers 
and art exhibitions. 

City Screen have said 
that Ocean’s existing 


music venue facilities will 
be utilised including an 
upstairs bar that will stage 
live music nights. 

The group also runs 
successful Picturehouse 
cinemas in Brixton; 
Clapham; Greenwich; 
Notting Hill; Stratford; 
and across the country. 

Speaking after the 
contract for the lease of the 
building was signed on 4 
March, Jules Pipe, Mayor 
of Hackney, said: “I’m 
really pleased the local 
community and visitors 
will soon have a new state- 
of-the-art cinema in the 


heart of the borough. This 
is a really positive boost 
for the area and will be 
welcomed when it opens 
for business later this year. 

“We have lots of young 
families in Hackney 
who will, I’m sure, be 
only too pleased to 
have a cinema close to 
home and the prospect 
of foreign language and 
art house films, as well 
as blockbuster movies, 
will be of great appeal to 
our diverse and creative 
population. The venue will 
also play host to a range 
of community activities 


including kids’ clubs and 
art exhibitions, and we 
hope it will become an 
important hub for the 
whole community.” 

Lyn Goleby, Managing 
Director of City Screen/ 
Picturehouse Cinemas, 
added: “Our aim is 
to make the Hackney 
Picturehouse a really 
vibrant community cinema 
that will become one of 
the linchpins of cultural 
activity in the borough, 
and offer a rich mix of 
mainstream and specialised 
film, music and other 
locally centred activity.”

The grant will be used 
to run programmes 
and conduct outreach 
work with schools and 
community organisations. 


Ongoing activities include 
oral history recordings 
in Hackney, photo 
competitions, community 
journalism courses, art 
and heritage workshops at 
Homerton hospital, film 
documentaries, history 
walks and talks, and an 
extensive schools and 
families programmes. 

A series of exhibitions 
will culminate in 2012 with 
a major display at Hackney 
Museum in Reading Lane. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“Hackney co-hosting the 
London 2012 Games is not 
only about new buildings, 
better transport and job 
opportunities, it is about 
people experiencing change 
in preparation for what 
will be a major event in 
history. It is important that 
the Council plays a role in 
documenting this.”

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“We brought the BOscars 
to Hackney because 
we want to get people 
thinking and talking about 
books. Books are free 


to borrow which is why 
everyone should pay a 
visit to their local library. 
While you're there take 
a look at everything else 
your library has to offer - 
free internet access, study 
space and information 
about your local area and 
services.” 

In the last year, for the 
first time ever, there were 
more than 1.5million visits 
to Hackney’s libraries. 

The Council recently 
announced that none of the 
borough’s eight libraries 
would be closing, and 
that for 2011/12 around 
£8.1 million has been 
earmarked for library and 
archive services. Later 
this year, the new Dalston 
CLR James Library and 
Hackney Archives will be 
opening its doors.

Countdown 
to 201 2 


THERE are now less than 500 days to go until the opening 
ceremony of the London 201 2 Olympics and tickets 
have gone on sale. With prices starting at £20, Games 
organisers hope that attending events will be affordable 
for many residents. 

Interest is likely to be strong, however, and ticket 
allocation will also be a lottery, so it may mean that some 
sports fans miss out. Most unfairly, in my opinion, that 
could include some of Hackney’s young athletes - the 
stars of future Olympic Games. That’s why the Council 
has agreed to buy 1 00 tickets - all of which will be given 
to young people in our borough who achieve excellence in 
sport in the coming year. 

While excitement builds around the Games and the 
sporting action that will take place next summer, the 
Council continues to work hard to ensure that a valuable 
legacy for Hackney is achieved after 201 2. We are working 
with our Olympic partners to ensure that a whole new 
neighbourhood in our section of the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park is created that will integrate closely with 
the communities currently living and working in Hackney 
Wick. The neighbourhood will include high quality 
parkland, homes and community facilities. 

Sitting at the heart of the neighbourhood will be the press 
and broadcast centres that will house 20,000 journalists 
during the Games. These centres will remain once the 
media leave and are designated as an employment area, 
with the potential to create thousands of new jobs locally. 
The centres will have state of the art communications 
technology and excellent transport connections. 

The Council’s aim is that they are transformed into a 
digital, media and creative hub supporting creative 
industries of all sizes, linking closely with the creative 
community already thriving in Hackney Wick. This is 
East London’s most significant opportunity to create a 
lasting economic legacy from the Games and we remain 
committed to achieving this for our residents and local 
businesses.

At midnight on 15 March, 
the application period began 
for 2012 tickets. There 
are 6.6million tickets on 
sale, including 2.5million 
at £20 or less, with further 
discounts available for

begin. London 2012 
organisers have also pledged 
to meet the needs of as many 
disabled visitors as possible. 

Residents who want to 
go to the Games can view 
the schedule online and 
apply for tickets until 26 
April. Ballots will be run 
for oversubscribed events, 
and applicants will find out 
if they have been successful 
by 24 June. Those without 
internet access can use 
the 100-plus computers 
in Hackney’s libraries. 
Alternatively, application 
packs are available from 
branches of Lloyds TSB. 
Tickets for the Paralympic 
Games go on sale on 
9 September.

A T first it seems 
like an idea 
that wouldn’t 
work - actors 
and engineers in a single 
location, collaborating to 
generate ideas for a more 
sustainable city. 

Yet, this is exactly what 
Ben Todd has achieved 
in the last six years as 
Executive Director of 
Areola Theatre. 

He first visited the 
theatre in Dalston in 2005, 
when a friend who worked 
there asked for his help. 

He fell in love with the 
vibrant, organic feel of the 
organisation - and with 
Hackney generally - and 
started volunteering as a 
theatre handyman. It had a 
very different atmosphere 
to Cambridge University, 
where he had spent the 
previous eight years 


completing a MEng and 
PhD in sustainable energy. 

Ben began to think about 
the potential for bringing 
together engineers and 
theatre people to promote 
innovation in sustainability 
through the arts - and in 
the process making the 
Areola the world’s first 
carbon neutral theatre. 

It wasn’t difficult to 
convince Areola’s founding 
directors, Mehmet Ergen 
and Leyla Nazli, that 
improving the theatre’s 
energy performance would 
mean significant savings 
in running costs. In turn, 
they showed Ben how 
much easier it was to get 
sustainability messages 
across through theatre, 
rather than lectures and 
frightening statistics. 

So in 2007, he started 
Areola Energy, an 
organisation with the 
specific aim of driving 
sustainability in the arts, 
as well as commercially 
developing low-carbon 


products. He had grown 
impatient at the slow 
pace to reach solutions 
when working with 
large engineering and 
technology firms. But the 
theatre and the people 
working there offered an 
immediacy and flexibility 
that helped to get things 
done quickly. 

Attracting funding was 
difficult for a long time, 
because the Areola’s 
‘evolutionary down-at- 
heel ethos’ didn’t suit high 
profile investors. But Ben 
realised they could build a 
narrative to convince them 
if he got the ball rolling 
and started making things 


happen before any money 
was even available. 

Today, he feels he 
has achieved his goal of 
bringing very different 
people together - from 
volunteers from Hackney 
and around the world, to 
individuals from firms like 
engineering consultancy, 
ARUP - who have all 
contributed to projects 
to make the theatre more 
sustainable. 

Born in London, raised 
in Liverpool, and a proud 
Clapton resident since 
2006, Ben considers 
Hackney to be a place full 
of ‘raw energy’. 

He believes the borough 


is receptive to the 
principles of sustainability 
because ‘most people living 
in Hackney have chosen to 
come here to change their 
lifestyles in a positive way, 
although sometimes with 
small resources’. 

He adds: “This gives the 
opportunity to show them 
how they can live in the 
coolest place in the UK and 
build a community around 
sustainable values and 
lifestyles.” 

I get the sense as I talk to 
Ben, that Areola Energy is 
trying to become a world- 
class organisation. But at 
the same time, when you 
walk through the door, 
you step into a genuine 
community centre where 
you are inspired to do 


more, or do things better. 

Ben would like to see 
the Areola grow, but 
without losing its down- 
to-earth accessibility, and 
recognises that the future, 
in a new building and with 
bigger audiences, won’t 
be easy. And he feels the 
Areola shares similar 
challenges to Dalston 
and Hackney more 
generally. How to manage 
a population with rising 
incomes, but without the 
place losing its magic and 
becoming an ‘any-town’? 
Only time will tell if he 
succeeds.

Q: I’VE been sorting through my winter wardrobe and 
found a lot of clothes that I don’t want any more. 

I was going to throw them away. But my neighbour 
says I can put everything out for collection in my 
Green Box. Is this true? 

A: Yes, unwanted clothes and other textiles, as well as 
shoes can be recycled. Textiles should be clean and 
placed in a plastic bag to keep them dry, while shoes 
should be tied together in pairs. 

Items are sent to social enterprise LM Barry for sorting. 
Good quality garments are sold on or sent abroad for 
charity use. Ripped or heavily worn clothes that aren’t 
suitable for reuse, together with old curtains, sheets and 
other textiles, are turned into wadding or dusters. 

For residents without a Green 
. Box, textile recycling bins 

are located around 
the borough. Please 
_ note: duvets and 
pillows cannot 
be recycled via 
either service.

A HOUSING charity has 
planted about 300 trees 
at a site in Hackney as 
part of an ‘ecotherapy’ 
programme. 

And in partnership with 
Groundwork London,

Food waste getting you

THE Council has teamed 
up with Love Food Hate 
Waste (LFHW) to offer 
some top tips for spring- 
cleaning fridges, freezers 
and store cupboards. 

LFHW is a campaign 
that encourages people 
around the country to 
turn leftover food into 
delicious meals and 
snacks. 

These include using 
stale biscuits and cake to 
make trifle or cheesecake 
bases; and adding 
paprika, Worcestershire 
sauce, sweet chilli sauce, 
and a splash of vinegar 
to an almost empty 
marmalade jar to create 
a tasty marinade for 


meat and fish. Other 
ideas to avoid generating 
food waste include 
remembering that food 
can be frozen right up to 
its use-by date; and that 
in most cases, best before 
means food may be past 
its tastiest, but is still safe 
to eat. The exception is 


eggs, which should not 
be eaten past their best 
before date. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“With many people in 
Hackney feeling the 
pinch, now is a good time 
to focus on food waste.

£25k for hospice heart 
patients 

SUPPORT for 
patients with 
heart failure has 
received a £25,000 
grant boost. 

St Joseph’s Hospice, 
in Mare Street, said the 
cash will help its work 
with chronic heart disease 
patients, as well as forging 
new links with key community 
groups and professionals. 

It is hoped this will improve the awareness of what St 
Joseph’s can offer patients and broaden access to the 
hospice’s end-of-life care services. 

Thanks to the grant, heart failure patients can now join a 
heart failure wellbeing clinic at St Joseph’s, where they 
can meet other people in a similar situation; take part 
in supportive discussions with professionals; and learn 
new skills to help improve their quality of life. 

Heart failure is a long-term condition that affects the 
heart’s ability to pump sufficient blood and oxygen 
round the body, often leaving the person feeling 
breathless and lethargic.

F OR centuries, 
Hackney has 
welcomed new 
residents from all 
over the world. 

Until the middle of the 
20th century, arrivals 
were mostly from Europe, 
although the first recorded 
black person to live in the 
borough was in 1630. 

Most newcomers put 
down roots and stayed 
for good, but for many 
years Indian women often 
lodged in Hackney for 
only brief periods of time 
before returning to their 
homeland: native nannies 


(ayahs) and domestic 
servants brought to Britain 
and then discharged by their 
employers, found shelter 
and safety at the ‘Ayahs’ 
Home’ in King Edward’s 
Road, E9. 

The original home was 
opened by Mr and Mrs 
Rogers at 6 Jewry Street 
in Aldgate, but by 1900, 
they found themselves 
overwhelmed by the 
running costs. 

The couple 
approached the 
London City 
Mission and 
asked if it would 
be prepared 
to take on the 
home, with the 
Rogers continuing 
to act as managers. 


The Mission agreed to the 
proposal, and moved the 
home from Aldgate to a 
larger house at 26 King 
Edward’s Road, on the 
corner of Fremont Street. 

‘A Strangers’ Home for 
Asiatics, Africans and South 
Sea Islanders’ also opened in

Limehouse in 1857, offering 
temporary accommodation 
to Lascars - sailors from the 
Indian subcontinent. Their 
short-term contracts serving 
on British ships often left 
them stranded in port, 
destitute until another ship 
sailed to India. 

Ayahs and servants 
suffered a similar situation 
when, after caring for 
their employers’ families 
during the long sea 
voyage to Britain, they 
were released from 
service on arrival. 

The Ayahs’ 

I Home had about 
30 rooms decorated 
in Eastern style, 
and cared for up to 
100 visitors each year. 
Despite the refuge’s 


name, the women who 
stayed there didn’t just 
come from India, but from 
across the Asian continent 
including Malaysia, Burma, 
Indonesia, Sri Lanka, and 
Japan. As well as caring 
for the women, the home 
operated as an employment 
agency, where families 
travelling East could hire 
nannies or servants. Some 
women made the long 
voyage many times: Mrs 
Anthony Pereira made 54

journeys between Britain 
and India during her 
working life. 

In 1921, the home moved 
from 26 to 4 King Edward’s 
Road and was renamed as 
the ‘Ayahs’ and Amahs’ 
Home’, reflecting the 
number of Chinese nannies 
also staying there. The home 
existed until the early 1940s, 
its closure brought about by 
changes in society as well as 
the outbreak of the Second 
World War.

The Mayor and Councillors

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

Car club scheme 
survey results 

FOLLOWING feedback 
from residents, plans to 
introduce an extra 23 
car club bays at new 
locations in the borough 
have been approved. 

The decision took into 
consideration the outcome 
of a consultation, which 
found 67 per cent of 
respondents were in favour 
of car club schemes as 
a whole. 

Of those who objected to the 
proposals, the majority were 
worried about difficulties 
finding a parking space. 
However, car clubs have 
been shown to reduce 
pressures on parking spaces 




in the medium to long term. 
A 2009/10 Carplus Annual 
Members Report indicated 
that 25 per cent of members 
sold their car as a direct 
result of joining a car club, 


and therefore each car club 
vehicle was calculated to 
remove at least 1 1 private 
vehicles from the road. 

In response to concerns 
about the impact of the 
extra car club bays on 
resident parking, each bay 
was reduced to five metres, 
instead of the 10 metre 
double bays originally 
proposed. 

And in Lynmouth Road 

- where the majority of 
residents who responded 
to the survey objected to 
the creation of a new bay 

- the Council will now be 
consulting on an alternative 
location.

Message from Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney 


This guide tells you all about the 201 1 
Census and explains why completing 
your form will mean more money for vital 
services across the borough. 

It also tells you where you can get 
support if you need any help with your 
census questionnaire. The census, run 
by the Office for National Statistics, takes 
place every 1 0 years and is the official 
count of the population in the UK. These 


population figures are used to calculate 
the amount of funding that each area 
will receive for a range of local services 
including health, education, housing and 
the emergency services. It is also used 
to help determine the amount of money 
your Council receives to provide services, 
including adult social care, youth services 
and waste management and in these 
difficult times, this is more important than 


ever. Last time, in 2001 , only 72% of 
people in Hackney returned their form and 
this low return meant the borough lost 
out on around £57 million of funding from 
central government to deliver key services 
including health and social care in the last 
year alone. 

The Census benefits everyone in Hackney, 
no matter what their nationality or age 
and I urge everybody in the borough to 


play their part, and help get the count 
right in 201 1 . By filling in yourform, and 
explaining to others why it is important to 
do so, you can make a real difference to 
services in our borough - now and for the 
future. 






Ten things you might not 
know about the census 


The census happens every 10 years. It is run 
by the Office for National Statistics (ONS) and 
is the only time everybody in the UK is counted. 


The information from the census is used by 
the government to make decisions about how 
much money to put into essential services, like 

hospitals, schools and housing. 


Information taken in the census is totally 
confidential, it is kept securely by the ONS and 
won’t be shared with any other organisation. 


In 2001 , more than a quarter of households in 
Hackney did not return their forms, which means 

the borough has lost out on vital funding over 
the last decade. 


Nearly 200 countries around the world, from 
Argentina to Zimbabwe, have a census. The 
first full UK census was in 1 801 . 


Everybody within a household should be 
included in the form no matter what their 
nationality and even if they are only in the 
house temporarily, or staying overnight on 
27 March. 


□ If there are more than six people in your 
household (of any age) you will need to 
either fill your form in online, or request a 
continuation sheet from the ONS (please 
see contact details on the back cover). 

If you have lost your form, you can you can 

request a new form online or telephone the 
national census helpline. 


If you already know who will be in your 
household on 27 March, you can fill in and 
return your form right away - one less thing 
to worry about!

Tell us more about your job 

My job is great, I get to speak to 
people from all over Hackney 
and explain why the census is 
so important. All the different 


communities in the borough help 
to make this a really special place 
to live and I am really pleased that 
my job will help to make a positive 
contribution to its future. 

Why is it so important for people to 
fill in and return their Census form? 

We need to make the 2011 Census 
count for Hackney. When you fill 
in your form, you’ll know that 
you’re helping to get the best for 
the area you live in. Funding for 
education, housing, the emergency 
services and health services is all 
based on census information so 
even if just a few households don’t 
return their form, it could make 
a real difference to the amount of 
money the area receives. 


What else is happening to make sure 
Hackney has a high return rate? 

There is plenty of help available 
for people who need a bit of extra 
support, including help for people 
whose first language isn’t English. You 
can visit the census website or call the 
national helpline. Census collectors 
will also be visiting households who 
still haven’t returned their form in 
April to offer help, so everyone should 
get support if they need it. 

What can people do to help? 

Please spread the word! If you have 
filled your form in, tell your friends 
and family members to do the same. 

If we all work together, we can make 
the 2011 census a real success for 
Hackney.

In 2001 , Hackney’s response to the census was one of the lowest 
in the country. This meant we lost out on millions of pounds of 
funding over the last decade for all sorts of services, including 
health care - let’s make sure that doesn’t happen again. 

I want the health services in Hackney to be the best they 
possibly can and to continue to be accessible to everyone, no 
matter what their level of need. Please help us to get the best 
possible deal by returning your census questionnaire. Being 
‘counted’ matters.
